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Further to my previous Memorandum of Conversation 
with Mr. Sehnyder, i had the opportunity today to reply 
informally to his oral informal demarche of June 30* 1955* 
concerning the possibility of the Swiss Legation installing 
a radio transmitter in Washington. 

I told him that I had looked into the matter and that 
there is no likelihood of any development in the direction 
he had suggested, since the law of 193^ still applies and makes it 
impossible for any agreement to be negotiated on this subject. 

Mr, Sehnyder said he fully understood and did not wish to 
press Idle Batter further, but had felt that the new situation 
in the field of transmission in Germany following on 
Germany's Independence might have created new conditions 
leading to an amendment, or at least a broadening of the 
interpretation of the existing law. I asked Mr. Sehnyder
